Suddenly tho !n- 
Eectseilted itself In a slight depr?=sioa in tlio 
bark, spread out its wings slightly, and EO 
nattered itself that the lizard catuo upon it, 
fairly crawled over it,'and went away without 
even knowing what had become of Itsprey. 


"Another variety of moth," continues 1'ro- 


fessor Webster, "which Is quite common 
arouad elm trees, ean be- detected only by 
the trained eye of tho naturalist. It has a 
way of using Hi wings so that they closely 
resemble spots on the bark o£ the tree or 
lichens, and the body Is passed unnoticed by 
the casual observer, who thinks that it Is ihe 
remains of a moth upon' which a spider has 
feasted. Watch one of these for a white, and 
you will bo surprised toseethe supposed spots 
on .the tree come to Jife and the wholo outDt 
flutter away. 


"Another motb, whose colors aro pri nclpi lly 


pink and yellow, will so dispose himself in the 
blossom of a primrose as to wholly escape no- 
tice. In Java, Sumatra, and others of tho East 
Incites, there is a variety of spider which prac- 
tices a most r»ecnliar form of deception. They 
will repose ou the upper side of a larga leaf in 
such sbapo that ihey perfectly resemble de- 
cayed mailer." 


Tbe paper closed with a reference to the 


more common instances of deception among 
Insects or.;l animals, such as tho ability of 
ltd'possum to feign deathand tliat of cater- 
pillars to lie around on trees and shrubbery 
in liniiation of dead twigs.
